PrinceM EDgaJJtcheff. 


The Russian princess, Engalitcheff, 


;ave a very pleasant talk to the people 
K'ho filled the Women's union to over- 
lowing. Her subject was "Social Life 
n Russia," which means, of course, so- 
•ial high life, for she told her audience 
>f nothing else. She began by saying 
bat social life was similar everywhere, 
'xcept as it was modified by aristocratic 
>r democratic governments. 
The long 


tevere winters of Russia, as far north as 
3t. Petersburg, are very favorable to 
biilliant seasons. To the south the climate 
j very mild, and in the Crimea the wet 
ind dry seasons suggest the tropics. That 
)lace is a resort for invalids. 


In summer, said the lecturer, St. Pe- 


ersburg is deserted. 
Everybody, even 


ho poorest, goes atvay if possible. By 
,he last of May or the first of Juno the 
:ovm is shut up. The schools close and 
,herc is no life again till in the fall. As 
:old weather approaches carpets are put 
Jown, double windows are put in, and 
very attention is paid to the geneial 
oomfort. Nearly everybody lives in flats. 
There are no small private houses, and 
»nly the rich families live i-.i their own 
:iousts. 


"We Russians do not rise early," said 


:he lecturer. "It is 10 or 11 o'clock be- 
fore anybody is astir, unless it is the 
children or teachers, who must be in 
school at U, and if one is to call on an 
fficial be should wait till midday." 
The day of the high born Russian was 


described at some length. 
Everybody 


drives in tbe afternoon, and brilliant 
fquipagcs with only two occupants are 
ipen everywhere. At 4 o'clock driving 
s at an end, for it is dark by that time 
n the winter season, and receptions are 
.n order. Dinner is at 6, uhich, to the 
'oreigu mind, appears to be a scries of 
Btandina; lunch, sitting meal, smoking 
soiree—for women smoke cigarettes as 
well as the men—and card party. Every- 
body plajs-whist, and for money. The 
stakes are small usually, though at the 
clubs fortunes are won and lost in a night. 


The lecturer described the Russian the- 


atre as the finest in the world and the 
most fashionable. 
Wraps are left in the 


hall. 
The performance is always pre- 


ceded by the national air, and passion- 
ate plays and music are popular. The 
Liallet is excelled only in Paris. After 
the play follow u long drive to a restau- 
rant, a leisurely supper to tho most rav- 
ishing music, and the day draws to a 
close. Then were described the balls at 
the Winter palace, led by the emperor 
and empress, the carnival, Lent and East- 
r—all of which are observed in grand 


bt)le, just as they were of old. Nobody 
eats meat during the six weeks of Lent. 
Tho theatre gn es w ay to grand concerts, 
and after Easter many leave town. 


The summer resorts are very rustic 


and very quiet. There are cottages: 


eio no fine stj lo, no formality, no 


grand dressing. It was with evident 
sadness that the princess declared that 
Russia was poor and growing poorer. 
There were only a few very rich families. 
"As a rule we are poor,"she said. 
"The 


women generally dress in dark colors 
and not expensively. What would your 
voung ladies think of only two ball 
.Iresses in a whole season?" After hav- 
ing seen our Saratoga and Newport the 
lecturer was ready to say that Russian 
watoiing places weie bad. There were 
no entertainments, few conveniences, 
and, only \ ery poor music. Once the 
people wore rii.li enough to seek these 
things abioad, hut now they could not 
and were obliged to accept such as they 
found at homo. 


Tbo lecture was followed by a pleasant 


reception. 
Coffee was 
served 
down 


stairs and Russian tea up stairs, which 
latter, to the pro% incial American sight 
and taste, was merely good tea sweet- 
ened with randies and gi\en a foreign 
charactei by lemon juice. Tho princess 
was very sociable and made everybody 
at home about her. She passed freely 
from one part ot thu gathering to an- 
other, and e\eij body was charmed with 
her manner.—Buffalo Express.

Congress, had never been called onto 
help the ballot company other than in 
introducing tho bill.

was that superior mind. Ho was now 
largelv convinced that it was not .so; he 
now believed that Haddon was the 
prime mover and engineer in the affair. 


Governor Foraker wanted the witness 


to state why he used the word "largely." 
"Do you think that I had any thing to 
do w i t h the matter?'' asked the Gov- 
ernor?'' 


"No, sir," replied tho witness; "but I 


do think you were remiss in not coming 
to me when you received this ballot-box 
paper in order to as-certain its genuine- 
ness.'1 The witness denied that any of 
the persons whose names were signed to 
the forged paper had any connection, 
director indirect, in Congress or else- 
where, with the ballot-box company. 


Lewis Houser, of Cincinnati, a justice 


of the peace, said that he had a talk 
with Lewis M. Haddon about tho ballot- 
box paper on the day that Mr. Halstead 
made his retraction. Haddon told him 
that he did not want tho paper pub- 
lished so soon. This was all the con 
versation they had on the matter. 


The next witness was Smith L. John- 


Ron, of Columbus, who said he w»3 on a 
train on September 27 last, going to 
Columbus, and he overheard a conversa- 
tion between Governor Foraker and 
some others, in which the Governor said 
that he had some knowledge of a busi- 
ness trans"-*'' - '~."\ViJu">lc-KinleyAnd 
'H.'.'.VV . ivorth were interested. The Gov- 
ernor had said nothing unkind about 
these gentlemen.

It was agreed not to recall George 


Campbell until after Haddon, who is on 
his way to Washington, had testified. 


George Campbell testified on Wednes- 


day that Haddon had told him that he 
had given false testimony before the 
investigation committee, In stating that 
Colonel T. C. Campbell had shown him 
an original ballot-box contract. 
The 


committee then took a recess. 


Congresssman McKinley testified that 


his signature to the paper was a forgery. 


James R. Forker, brother of the ex- 


i! Governor, dtnied that he had told Wood 


to apply Jor the smoke inipectorship, as 
stated by Wood before the committee. 


T. Kates, of Cincinnati, who had been 


an applicant for the smoke Inspector- 
ship, stated that Wood had told him 
that he and Haddon were getting up a 
paper for the benefit of the Republican 
party, and that Mayor Mosby was with 
them. 


The committee adjourned until Mon- 


day.

Four Years at Joliet 


The trial of the forgery case against 


Frank Foster, terminated in the circuit 
court last evening, when the jury brought 
in a verdict, finding the defendant guilty 
and fixing his punishment at four years 
imprisonment in the penitentiary at 
Joliet. Court had taken a recess and 
Judge Vail had to be notified that the 
jury had reached a verdict. The Judge 
went on the bench and the prisoner was 
brought in and then the verdict was read. 
Foster was taken to the county jail to 
awit sentence. It is learned that at first 
the jury stood nearly solid for giving Fos- 
ter 17 years at Joliet, three being anxious 
to give him 20 years.

He got 
the money, and skipped out to be ar- 
rested at the instance of the bank in 
Iowa. Marshal Mason went after him. 
Mrs. Diehl when she learned that Foster 
had got the money, denied that she had 
signed the check, that it was a forgery, 
It was told at the trial that the relatives 
of the prisoner had paid the bank the 
$80(1. An attempt was made to show 
that Mrs. Diehl and Foster had had an 
understanding about getting the money, 
and that they were going away together; 
but that Foster failed to go back after 
the lady and had left the city alone.

was also revealed that Mrs. Diehl was in 
the west, whither she had gone when it 
became apparent that her testimony 
would surely send Foster to Joliet for n 
number of years. An interesting portion 
of the testimony was that which explained 
how the lady eluded the officers seeking 
her by donning male attire and driv- 
ing away from the house in a buggy one 
night during the session of tho grand 
jury.

A CRUSH AT THE GRAND. 


2500 People See tho "Battle of 


Gettysburg." 


Despite the unpropitions weather yes- 


terday the exhibition of Briscoe's series 
of rich paintings descriptive of the fam- 
ous "Battle of Gettysburg," the great 
struggle in Adams county, Pennsylvania, 
which began on July 1, 18li;i, and con- 
tinued for three days, and was really the 
beginning of the ending of the great 
War of the Rebellion, there were two 
large crowds at the Grand opera house to 
hear the lecture and view the striking 
scenes. The matinee was given up almost 
wholly to the school children of the city, 
and they and their teachers and parents 
turned out en masse, filling the large hall 
from pit to dome, crowding the boxes 
and occupying all the available standing 
room. It was a veritable crush, made so 
by the dismissal of the schools at 3 
o'clock, so that the children might get a 
full understanding of the meaning and 
effect of one of the greatest battles in the 
history of the late war—a red field of 
carnage where no less than ten desperate 
contests were witnessed, and where the 
Union forces were finally victorious. 
On 


that historical field in November, 1803, 
the lamented President Lincoln, deliv- 
ered his famed Gettysburg speech, and 
on that field to-day are no less than 300 
splendid monuments erected in memory 
of the fallen heroes by the living com- 
rades of as many different regiments that 
took part in the battle. 


Gen. Mulholland, who is a very enter- 


taining 
lecturer, and is a 
veteran 


who 
was 
in 
the 
battle 
himself, 


and is personally familiar with the 
ground, 
and many 
of the 
princi- 


pal incidents of the struggle, delivered a 
very instructive address to the children 
He told them of the cause of the war, 
detailing ihe principal points, and then 
brought them to the battle of Gettys- 
burg, the illustration of the opening of 
the battle at McPherson's Woods, the 
death of Gen. Reynolds, the arrival oi 
Gen. HancocK on Cemetery Hill, the 
"Devil's Den," the summit of "Little 
Hoand Top," the "Valley of Death,' 
East Cemetery Hill, Gulp's Hill, the cav- 
alry fight at noon of the third day, ant 
Pickett's desperate charge. There were 
ten fine paintings in the collection, in 
eluding an outline map which gave th( 
auditor a clear understanding of the 
topography of the field and the positions 
of the opposing armies daring the three 
days' battle. 


The exhibition was repeated at night 


to an audience made up largely of grown 
people. 
The different sections of thi 


honse were well filled, and all present 
especially the old soldiers, and those 
few who had taken part in the battle 
were well entertained and instructed. 


The exhibition was given under tin 


auspices of Dunham Post 111, Q. A. R 
for the benefit of the relief fund of th 
order. The Post received one-half of th 
gross receipts and paid half of the ex 
peases. The net proceeds for the Pos 
will be something like 8175.

The Papers Signed, and Sealed— 


The Conditions. 


Chairman F. M. Young and the shoe 


factory site committee closed their busi- 
ness with Messrs. Heuver & Gliddon last 
evening and a full agreement in writing 
on the removal of the factory from Ches- 
ter to Decatur was agreed upon. The 
matter is finally settled and soon the 
building will be in course of erection on 
a lot which has been selected but cannot 
be made public until the committee has 
made the purchase and secured a deed. 


THE COSTKAIT. 


It is simply and clearly stated in. legal 


form. By it Deoatur guarantees Heuver 
i- Gliddon a building :>5xll5 feet in di- 
mensions aud three stories high, with a 
basement. They are to pay all insurance 
and taxes and keep up the repairs on the 
building. At the expiration of ten years 
they are to pay us 85,000 for the building 
on thirty days' notice. The building is 
to be given them in trust only; condi- 
tioned upon the removal of their factory 
to this place, the employment of fifty 
hands in the beginning, then eighty, and 
so on increasing until the number passes 
100. When all their special machinery is 
removed here and the factory is running, 
we are to pay them 83,000. It has been 
estimated that the factory building and 
site would cost $8.000, and the 83,000 
represents the difference in bonus asked. 
The tirm can get nothing unless it com- 
plies with the conditions, and the condi- 
tions are fnch that any failure to run a 
factory here in good faith will forfeit tbe 
bonus. On their eide, Messrs. Heuver it 
Gliddon are duly bound to come here. 


The papers are properly signed and a 


frill understanding as to all the details 
has been reached. 


As stated last evening, Mr. Gliddon 


will superintend the construction of the 
building in person, and in a short time 
he will return from Chester and ground 
will be broken for the structure.
